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THE  ROSE 


The  rose  ever  was  and  probably  ever  will  be  to  the  end  of  time  the 
most  popular  flower  in  the  whole  floral  creation.  One  seems  to  turn  to 
its  compelling  charm  involuntarily.  Its  romantic  associations,  its  time  hon- 
ored  connections  with  historical  events  and  personages  has  made  of  it  a 
favorite  subject  and  theme  for  poets  of  all  ages.  It  is  invested  with  a  halo 
of  glory  no  other  flower  enjoys. 

Early  in  the  Colonial  life  of  the  settlers  of  the  New  England  States  the 
“Roses  of  York  and  Lancaster”  were  imported  from  England  and  planted 
with  others  of  equally  antiquated  origin  from  other  parts  of  Europe.  Some 
of  these  old  specimens  can  still  be  found  plentifully  sprinkled  throughout 
the  Eastern  States  of  America. 

The  newer  varieties  of  roses  gradually  began  to  creep  in  until  today  in 
most  well  ordered  gardens  specimens  of  up-co'date  varieties  of  Hybrid  Teas, 
such  as  Radiance,  Ophelia,  Columbia,  etc.,  are  now  in  great  evidence,  so 
that  good  worthwhile  roses  are  now  not  the  “Rara  Avis”  which  formerly 
was  their  distinguished  position  in  Eloriculture. 

Comparatively,  the  improvements  made  in  the  Rose  in  recent  years  are 
as  remarkable  as  inventions  in  the  world  of  mechanics.  The  colors  beggar 
pen  description  while  the  habit  of  growth  is  as  varied  as  are  the  tints.  We 
have  tones  reminding  us  of  the  brilliant  creations  in  the  world  of  art,  as  the 
golden  vermillions  of  Eranz,  Hals,  the  tones  of  the  juicy  brush  of  Rembrandt 
and  Vandyke,  the  flesh  tints  of  Rubens.  There  are  yellows,  golds,  bron2,es, 
tangerine,  pinks,  reds,  orange,  corals — in  a  word  or  two,  every  conceivable 
tint  in  Nature’s  glorious  creation.  There  is  no  reason  why  every  garden 
should  not  be  adorned  at  least  by  a  few  of  these  charming  examples  of  the 
Hybrid  Tea  Rose. 

Their  cultivation  requires  but  few  hints  and  directions  which  faithfully 
carried  out  will  insure  perfect  success.  These  directions  can  be  summarized 
in  a  very  short  paragraph  of  “What  to  do,  what  not  to  do,  when  to  do  and 
when  not  to  do  these  very  essential  operations.” 

Eirst,  buy  top  grade  plants  and  when  received  unpack  carefully,  keep¬ 
ing  the  plants  from  heat  of  the  sun,  drying  winds  and  frosty  atmosphere. 
If  you  are  unable  to  plant  right  away,  heel  them  deeply  in  soil  and  water 
them  until  a  propitious  moment  arrives.  Then  proceed  as  follows :  Make  the 
rose  beds  flat  on  the  surface  to  insure  moisture  remaining  in  the  beds.  Don’t 
raise  the  beds  above  the  normal  level  of  the  surrounding  lawn  or  other  part 
of  the  garden.  Dig  the  soil  from  18  inches  to  two  feet  and  well  admix  cow 
manure. 

Plant  early  in  the  fall  of  the  year  where  frost  does  not  visit  before  the 
end  of  November,  other  localities  defer  planting  until  spring,  the  middle  of 
May  at  the  latest. 

Plant  firmly  with  the  union  of  the  Rose  shoots  and  the  roots  two  inches 
below  the  normal  level  of  the  beds.  Prune  according  to  the  individual  habit 


of  growth  of  each  variety  grown  but  never  before  the  dormant  eyes  on  the 
shoots  begin  to  show  signs  of  growing  out.  Never  allow  the  soil  to  get  bone 
dry.  When  watering  thoroughly  saturate  the  soil;  no  half  measures.  Keep 
the  surface  of  the  soil  around  the  roots  always  loose;  never  allow  it  to  get 
caked.  Mulch  with  short  loose  manure  at  the  beginning  of  July  in  order  to 
conserve  the  moisture.  Spray  plants  with  any  good  commercial  fungicide 
every  two  weeks  and  clean  away  all  dead  leaves  which  may  drop  from  the 
plants.  Don’t  cut  roses  with  long  stems  until  the  plants  have  become  estab- 
lished  and  are  growing  vigorously.  Give  them  liquid  manure  of  a  cooling 
nature  (not  artificial  chemical  concoctions)  unless  you  are  an  experienced 
horticulturalist  as  these  so-called  fertilizers  are  merely  exhausting  stimulants 
which  leave  the  plants  stranded  for  nourishment,  causing  black  spot,  leaf 
falling  and  other  diseases.  Liquid  manure  is  best  given  late  in  the  evening 
after  a  good  watering  with  air  exposed  warm  water. 

Don’t  buy  greenhouse  raised  plants  or  plants  from  dry  goods  stores  in 
large  cities.  These  latter  have  been  lying  about  sometimes  a  week  out  of  the 
ground  before  being  offered  for  sale. 

When  late  fall  arrives,  before  soil  is  frozen,  hill  the  plants  up  as  high 
as  possible,  cover  completely  if  soil  and  labor  is  available.  In  the  following 
spring  after  all  frost  is  out  of  the  ground  gradually  uncover  the  stems,  a 
rainy  time  being  the  best  condition  for  this  operation.  Leave  the  soil  rough 
for  a  time  until  the  weather  gets  warmed  up  a  little;  then  shallow  dig  around 
the  plants  and  add  a  little  bone  meal. 

Pruning  directions  can  be  only  general  as  varieties  differ  so  much  in 
their  individual  habit  of  growth  that  experience  of  each  variety  grown  is 
necessary  before  one  can  learn  what  is  best  for  them.  It  is  recommended 
that  beginners  should  confine  their  rose  selection  to  such  sturdy  growers  as 
Radiance,  Columbia,  La  Tosca,  Etoile  de  Hollande,  Mad  Butterfly.
